announced today. The high toll 
apparently resulted from the 
hard fighting south of .the demil- 
itanized zone, where American 
Marines are battling North Viet« 
namcse regulars.

men killed 825 wounded. Three 
Americans were rep^fteift miss­ 
ing in action or captured. ‘ 


The previous higheat number 
pt American casualties was dur- 
:rig the week ending last May 
21. when 148 U. S. troops were 
killed and ¿20 wounded, a total 
cf 966. 


American casualties last week 
were nearly three tlines as high 
as South Vietnamese losses. 
South Vietnamese dead num­ 
bered 16, the wounded 280, the 
Vietnamese command said. 


The highest American death 
rate in one «reek came last No* 
vember when 240 were killed, 
most of them in the battle of the j 
U Drang Valley. In that week, 
470 others were wounded.

Enemy losses rose also. Viet 
Cong 
and North Vietnamese 
dead last week totaled 1,165, the 
commands sacd. There were 722 
tM* previous week. 


Many of the American and 
enemy 
casualties 
apparently 
were suffered i-n Operation Pra­ 
irie, the U. S. Marine operation 
just south of the demilitarized 
zone. In hard fighting there 
Wednesday 
a

Marine« seized a heavily forti­ 
fied hill, killing 30 North Viet­ 
namese, and held their ground 
against three Red counterat­ 
tacks and heavy mortar fire 
through much cf the night. 


The strength of U. S. armed 
forces in the country increased 
to. 315,000, the U. S. command 
said, Just 2,000 lees than the 
strength of the regular South 
Vietnamese forces. Estimated 
enemy strength in South Viet 
Nam remained at .883,000. 


The latest figures increased to 
5.272 th« number of Americans 
killed in the Viet Nam war and 
brought the wounded total to 19,- 
372. Since Jan. 1, 1886, the num­ 
ber of Americans killed totaled 
3.474.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP^ — Lest­ 
er G. Maddox, an ardent segre­ 
gationist running a shoestring 
campaign, 
has 
captured the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor — upsetting a moderate 
candidate and Georgia’s middle- 
read racial course. 


Maddox, a furniture merchant 
who quit the cafeteria business 
rather than serve Negroes, deci­ 
sively defeated Ellis G. Arnall, 
a former governor, in Wednes­ 
day’s primary runoff. Arnall 
had led a six-man race two 
weeks ago. 


“God and the people are my 
campaign managers.*’ exulted 
Maddox, 50, after pulling off 
major upset without big-money 
backcrs or the support of high- 
ranking politicians. 


With 1,742 of 1,908 precincts 
reported: Maddox 419,557, Ar­ 
nall 356,078. 


A fiery opponent of the feder­ 
al government. President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson, liberalism, so­ 
cialism and communism, Mad­ 
dox says he shares the racial 
views 
of 
Alabcma’s 
Gov. 


George C. Wallace. But Maddox 
said very little about racial is­ 
sues in hi* campaign. 


Arnall. 58, who scored a ma­ 
jor upset two decades ago to 
win the governorship over the 
popular Eugene Talmndgc. had 
charged in the runoff fight that 
Maddox w’as radical and ex­ 
tremist, a man whose symbols 
were ax handles and pistols.

A five-man Soviet team of 
technical experts in newsprint 
production is attending a news­ 
print conference here. 


Nikolski said in an interview 
the Soviet Union now produces 
about 1 million tens of news­ 
print annually and hopes to 
boost it by 300,000 or 400,000 
tons. 


Canada’s production last year 
was 7.7 million tons.

Russia should reach more than 
5 million tons by 1970, he said.

Welsh Proposes

Argentina Plans 
Trial For Plane 
Hijacking Group 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina*^cn a racetrack in thè Falkland 


iAP) — President Juan Carlos 
Ongania declared today those 
responsible for hijacking an air­ 
liner with 48 persons aboard and 
forcing it to land in the British- 
ruled 
Falkland 
Inlands 
will1 
stand trial. 


The president issued a com-, 
munique early today terming' 
Wednesday's action by a group 
of rightist extremists a “serious 
uprising’’ and declaring that the 
full force of the law will be 
brought to bear against those 
responsible and the instigators. 


The British Foreign Office in 
London said it had been in­ 
formed 
that 
Argentina 
was 
terming the hijacking “a case of 
piracy.” 


•‘Recovery for the Falklands 
Islands cannot be used as an 
excuse for actions by factions," 
the communique added. 


The 
hijackers, 
emphasizing 
Argentina's claim to the Falk- 
lands, farced the airliner to land 


smooth sailing for the legislation 
creating the 12th cabinet depart­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress is coming to grips anew 
with what just about everybody 
agrees is the "crisis of Ameri­ 
can cities.” 


The House is expected to take 
up next week the Johnson ad­ 
ministration’s 
“demonstration 
cities” bill, already passed by 
the Senate. 


This is a new, experimental, 
coordinated approach to a long 
list of city ills, including housing 
blight, poverty, lack of educa­ 
tion, shortage cf skills, poor 
health, halting transportation. 


The new legislation aims at a 
teamwork effort to help cities 
raise the quality of life in whole 
neighborhoods, estpecially hard­ 
core slums. The idea is to re­ 
verse decay, not only of build­ 
ings but of people. 


The bill would authorize $900 
million — $400 million for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1967, and )500 million for the 
succeeding fiscal year. Presi­ 
dent Johnson originally asked 
for a five-year program costing 
$2.3 billion. But congressional 
committees 
decided 
on 
two 
years, after which they presu­ 
mably would take a new lock to 
decide how the experiment was 
panning out. 


Since the bill sets no mini­ 
mum or maximum for grants to 
individual communities, there’s 
no way to tell how many cities 
or towns might be helped under 
funds appropriated for a fiscal 
year. 


How 
would 
the 
program 
work’* 


First, a city would be expect­ 
ed to come up with an accepta­ 
ble, creative proposal to use 
existing federal programs in a 
coordinated attack on the ills of 
a neighborhood — in smaller 
cities it might be the entire 
slum or slums. 


These existing federal pro­ 
grams cost the cities, and in 
some cases, the states, money, 
because many of them are on a 
matching basis. But under the 
new legislation, the federal gov­ 
ernment could make a supple­ 
mental grant amount to 80 per 
cent of the city-state share. 


Robert C. Weaver, secretary 
of housing and urban develop­ 
ment, emphasizes the program 
would be available to little cities 
as well as big ones.

Dirksen Forces 
Test In Budget 
Support Move 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- In 
what Sen. Everett M. Dirksen 
called an anti-inflation test, the 
Senate has rebuffed President 
Johnson's pica to hold spending 
down to budgetary levels. 


By a 65-3 vote 
the Senate 
passed and sent back to the 
House Wednesday a $10.5-billion 
bill for the Labor and Health. 
Education and Welfare Depart­ 
ments. 


Before 
the 
vote, 
Dirksen 
forced a test of whether the Sen­ 
ate was willing to cut the meas­ 
ure $390 million — the same 
amount its appropriations com­ 
mittee had added to budget re­ 
quests. 


He lost by a 40-24 vote the Re­ 
publican leader said 
“shows 
who stands where on cutting 
spending” to cope with inflation. 
Of the 21 Republicans who vot­ 
ed. 
seven opposed Dirksen’s 
move. 


Dirksen told reporters tin t 
"Johnson ate me up” at • re­ 
cent White House meeting about 
Congress’ action in voting more 
funds than he had requested. 


“I told him I would show him 
who is for reducing spending 
and who is not," Dirksen said. 


As it turned out, 33 Democrats 
and 7 Republicans voted to sus­ 
tain the higher spending level. 
Dirksen mustered 4 Republi­ 
cans and 10 Democrats for his 
move. 


Sponsors of the measure said 
the issue was not as clear cut as 
Dirksen tried to make it. 


They noted that Johnson had 
cut deeply into such popular 
funds as college student loans, 
health research and aid tn 
school districts with a high per* 
centage of federal workers. 


These three programs were 
increased by $529 million over 
the President’s January esti­ 
mates, the boosts being offset in 
part by reductions made in 
scores of other items. 


The Senate’s version of the 
bill was $100 million under the 
aggregate voted previously by 
the House, but contained $7.5 
million to finance the national 
teacher corps operation in pov­ 
erty-stricken areas. The House 
had denied any funds for this 
purpose. 


The Senate votes failed to dis­ 
close any sign that Congress 
will reverse its trend and lop off 
the $3 billion Johnson contends 
it is in the process of appropri­ 
ating above the amounts he 
asked. 


They indicated instead that 
the President is likely to have to 
resort to withholding spending 
some of the funds Congress 
makes available if he intends to 
live within his $112.8 billion 
budget for the current fiscal 
year.

Fluoride Survey 
Confirms Benefit 
To City Children 


A survey of 
1,382 school 
children in Escanaba, Glad­ 
stone and Bark River indicates 
fluoridated water supplies in 
Escanaba and Gladstone con­ 
tribute significantly to dental 
health, according to a report 
released today by Dr. Mary 
Creten*, director of the Delta- 
Menominee 
District 
Health 
Dept. 


“The results of the survey 
again prove the general bene­ 
fits of fluoride,” Dr. Cretcns 
said. "The general apF>earancp 
of the teeth of Gladstone and 
Escanaba children was better 
in that there were fewer c a v i ­ 
ties and the teeth were more 
opaque or white.” 


Purpose of the survey was to 
assess benefits of fluoride on 
teeth and to check the proper 
quantity of fluoride for this 
climate area. 


Gladstone’s water supply has 
been fluoridated since 1954 and 
Escanaba’s 
since 
1955. 
The 
Bark River area has little or 
no fluoride in wells supplying 
the area, Dr. Cretens reported. 


Teeth Cheeked 


Permanent teeth only were 
included in the survey 
and 
teeth were checked for number 
of cavities and evidence of nor­ 
mal or excessive fluoride pres­ 
ent. Specialists examined 615 
children in Gladstone, 449 in 
Escanaba and 318 in Bark Riv­ 
er. In Gladstone 453 and in Es­ 
canaba 288 of the children had 
always lived in their respec­ 
tive cities. Figures on residence 
were not available for Bark 
River. 


In the 7-11 year old group 
• t Bark River each child had 
•n average of 2.5 decayed, 
missing or filled permanent 
teeth compared to 1.0 in the 
combined Gladstone • Escanaba 
group. Many of the Gladstone 
and Escanaba children had no 
dccay in permanent teeth. 


About 
one-fourth 
of 
the 
Bark Rivar children had opaci­ 
ties in their teeth. This was the 
same percentage as in the Es- 
canaba-Gladstone group. These 
opacitiei were non - fluoride 
caused In 16 per cent 
and 


fluoride caused in 9 per cent. 
The fluoride opacities mainly 
were slightly whitened areas On 
the posterior teeth. 


Supplement« Used 


In order to supplement areas 
where 
individual 
wells 
are 
present there are two county 
programs in existence. 


One is the “Topical Fluoride” 
program carried out during the 
summer in both Delta and Me­ 
nominee counties. This is spon­ 
sored by the P.T.A.’s and the 
Michigan Department of Health 
in cooperation with the Dental 
Societies and the Health Dept. 


The fluoride material is ap­ 
plied and coats the teeth and 
retards carie formation from 
the outside. The other is the 
supplemental oral fluoride pro­ 
gram conducted by the Delta- 
Menominee 
district 
Health 
Dept. 


For this program, residents 
of Delta and Menominee coun­ 
ties obtain special water bot­ 
tles that determine the amount 
of fluoride in the well in parts 
per million. If the well used 
for drinking contains little or 
no fluoride then supplemental 
can be obtained for dally use 
for youngsters in the family.

The Michij^n Teamsters on Sunday endorsed 
George Roniney for governor and G. Menneii Willianis 
for U.S. senator. The next day Gus Scliolle was telling 
Michigan’s AFL-CIO that Roniney should be voted ou^ 
of office because he said that unionists shouldn’t vote as 
unionists but as citizens. Roniney. said Scholle, never 
said that to the National Association of Manufacturers, 
only to the unions. 


Teamsters Intemational President Jimmy Hof fa 
made it clear that he and the Teamsters didn’t like 
foniier Governor Williams and that they endorsed him 
only with distaste, and only because they disliked U.S. 
Senator Hob Griffin even more. Griffin is co-author of 
the Landrum-Griffin Uibor Act. which aimed to make 
union officials more responsible to their memberships. 
The law is anathema to union leaders and they have 
foujrht for years for its repeal. Griffin’s hopes of elec­ 
tion in the Nov. 8 election hinjre in large part on whether 
union workers admit his act has helped them, while in- 
cuiTing the animosity of their leaders.

Interest Terms 
Often Confusing

NEW YORK (AP) - The fo- 
eus is on interest rates again, 
and the confusion among small 
borrowers is in direct proportion 
to their concern about the mat­ 
ter. Just how is interest figurad? 


Anyone who has been through 
bigh school has heard the theory 
of simple interest. The payment 
of $6 on a $100 loan at the end 
of wie year would be 6 per cent. 


The confusion toctor is high, 
though. Relatively few loans are 
ever made on simple intereat 
terms. 


You may have noticed that: 
— Few loans are made for ex­

—Few lenders wish to wait 
until after the borrower has 
used the money before chtrg- 
ing; instead, they take tlieir 
profits in advance. 


All this makes it difficult to 
translata 
repayment 
charge 
into simple interest. Neverthe­ 
less, pressure for such transla­ 
tions are persistent. The prob­ 
lem has occulted Congress for 
years now. Ana m Massachu­ 
setts, installment payments be­ 
ginning in Noven^ ber must be 
translated by the lender into 
terms of simple interest. 


Bfany people in Massachusetts 
will find they are not paying the 
rates they commonly see quoted 
for large k>ans. 


These are the most common 
methods d determining loan 
charges: 


1. Discounting. Banks favor 
this method. The interest is cir^ 
culated in advance and deduct­ 
ed or discounted from the prin­ 
cipal amount of the loan. A II.- 
000 loan at 6 per cent gives you 
$940; the interest has been de­ 
ducted. 


However, in terms of sample 
interest you are paying much 
more than 6 per cent on this 
discount loan. Perhaps it is 
nearer 12 per cent, even a bit 
more. Why? Because you r ^ y 
by the month. Simple interest 
assumes the loan is for a year. 
However, you are repaying con­ 
stantly. You never do have a $1,- 
000 loan for an entire year. Your 
average loan is about $500. 


2. Adding on. Sales finance 
companies commonly use this 
method. 
You begin wnth the 
price of an object—an auto, for 
example — and add on the in­ 
terest charge in advance. A S3,- 
000 loan at 6 per cent becomes 
$3.180. The $180 Is interest paid 
in advance. 


This also is not a 6 per cent 
loan, based on simple interest 
calculations. Using a rvikt of 
thumb, your interest rate once 
again is close to double the 6 
per cent. When you first took 
out the loan you had $3,000. But 
just before the final payment 
you had less than a 10th of that. 


3. Actuarial. This method is 
often used by small loan c<mipa- 
nies and on charge accounts. 
Interest is calculated not in ad­ 
vance but every month on the 
unpaid balance. It often figures 
out to 12 to 18 per cent. 


Department stores and small 
loan companies argue, however, 
that the cost of lending the mon­ 
ey is only a small part of their 
cost.
